WAYS AND MEANS, 

The estim.ated revenue for the .current year 
is L2, 355.747, to which add surplus from 
past year L120,4-i5, giving a total amount of 
L2, 476, 193, leaving a surplus over proposed 
expenditure of L70,793. 

GOLD DUTY. 

The duty is not to be abolished or reduced. 
But as roads and other means of communica- 
tion on Goldfields are large and important 
works, the Government, recognising the ne- 
cessity of meeting these requirements, pro- 
pose to apply the whole of the gold revenue 
to the construction of roads and publig works 
on Goldfields.

After the performance the 
plucky pedestrian was presented with an ad- 
dress, and carried shonlder high to his residence 
followed by hundreds of people. 

Mr Henry Smythiea has been unsuc- 
cessful in his renewed attempt for re-admission 
to the New Zealand bar. The Court, sitting in 
Christchurch, ruled that the petition must be 
discharged in accordance v/ith the prior decision, 
because no new material facta were stated in it 
to show that if they had been addressed at the 
time of former petition the decision of the Court 
would have been different to what it was. 

Mark Sheeliy who was sentenced at 
.Auckland in October, 1873, to four years’ impri- 
sonment for stealing specimens in connection 
with the Green Harp mining affair, -has been 
liberated, having served two years and nine 
m.mths, the rest being remitted, owing to his 
good conduct.

A recent number of the LyiUllon Times 
says that the oxcavatinna which have lately been 
made at Sumner have brought to light many 
curiosities, snch as greenstone tomahawks, skele- 
tons of Maoris, and different kinds of bones. 
The other day, on Dr TnrnbulTs section, was 
found amongst the soil a bone of a moa, which 
was prononneed by Dr Von Haast to be the 
right metatarsal or lower leg bone of a very 
small species of Dinornis. During the process of 
removing the soil from the base of the hills, ske- 
letons of Maoris were found in different posi- 
tions: one with ‘his head on his knees, and an- 
other with his arms spread out ; and remains of 
what apparently were cooking nteusik and places 
where fires had been made. The general opinion 
of those who examined it was that the locality 
had been originally a Mao'i camp, and that the 
people had been buried alive, probably through 
a landslip, The bones of young children were 
also fonud. There were four or five tomahawks, 
one being a beautiful specimen of greenstone.

BANNOCKBURN MINERS’ ASSOCIATION 
AND THE RUNHOLOEB. 

To the Editor of the Cromwell Argu-s. 

Sir,— Mr Cowan has thought fit “to give a 
word ot advice tn Miners' Associations in gene- 
ral, and tn the BanuocUliurn and C.arrick Range 
Association in particular.” This is exceedingly 
gracious and condescending on tha part of Mr 
Cowan.

Mr Cowan says it occurs to him that if 
Miners’ Associatinvis would confine themselves 
to mining matters only, they would do more 
good to themselves. Net many weeks ago, tho 
same oninion fell from a W,anien not a hundred 
miles from Cromwell : surely Mr Cowan has not 
been borrowing another man’s brains. As I was 
a member of one of tho first Associations formed 
in Otago, I have had an opportunity of watching 
their proceedings, and my opinion is that they 
have confined themselves too exclusively to min- 
ing matters. It is their duty to try and ame- 
liorate their condition gencr.al1y. H.od thoy 
done so long ago, they wmlil not have boon in 
the humiliating position they are now in ot hav- 
ing to bow and sor.ape to tbe squatter for liberty 
to run a horse on Crown land, or pay 6d or 8d 
per pound for beef and mutton, and that too in 
a country where those commodities are so plen- 
tiful that they have to he boiled down, and sent 
to Europe and sold at 4d per pound.

The weather in the Wakatip is delightful, 
beautifully calm and clear. We get a few 
clouds floating around the mountains occa- 
sionally, that add a charming variety to the 
scenery. The Lake fop the past week has 
been like glass, and is worth coming a hun- 
dred miles to a^e in such a state, especially 
on moonlight nights. If the tourists of Eng- 
land, that are so fond of raving about Win- 
dermere and Killamey, saw our Lake on a 
calm, clear, frosty moonlight night, they 
would enjoy a varied picture that would. give 
them exactly what they require, a new sen- 
sation. There is not nearly frost enough to 
please the river-bed miners. The Shotover 
is keeping unusually high for the season, . , It 
it said to be the. mildest winter experienced 
here, * The Star claim at Arthur’s Point is 
paying well ; they hid fair to be able to work 
out their paddocks before there is any mate- 
rial rise in the river. The Shotover is an 
excellent meter of solar caloric as affecting 
the snow and the glaciers. It generally rises 
a few inches every day. The rise begins 
about 3 o’clock, and ceases about 9 p.m., 
the amount entirely depending on the quan- 
tity of heat which reaches the snow. In 
cloudy or snowy weather the rise is very 
little, but a flue, warm, clear winter’s day 
invariably causes a very perceptible increase 
of volume. 

It is not quite settled whether we shall 
have a contest between 5Ir Warren and Mr 
Clarke for the' North Ward.

Here a Minors’^ Associa- 
tion can do a great deal of good by exposing 
members who use their power for other than 
the public interest, and also in taking to task 
even the Waste Land Boiird itself. Every 
case of this kind should be thoroughly venti- 
lated and published. This course is often 
the safest and strongest bulwark of public 
right. If the Waste Land Board persist in 
the alienation of this land, knowing that a 
lead of gold runs through it, the question 
will immediately arise : Are they fit to be 
entrusted with the administration of matters 
of such grave concern, and the General Go- 
vernment should be immediately appealed to. 

The ann ouncement that the General Govern- 
ment are resolved to abolish the Provincial 
institutions has not caused the smallest sen- 
sation. The expenditure of a few hundreds 
on the top of Ben Lomond would create a 
heartfelt sympathy, and yet a matter that 
seriously affects the wellbeing of the Province 
is looked upon with the greatest indifference. 

As soon as a new lead of gold was stmok at 
Arthur’s Point, another agricultural lease- 
holder has asked permission to ’ purchase 
ground well known to contain payable gold. 
He even had fenced in and cropped land not 
covered by his agricultural lease. 

I learn that the railway to Kingston is 
being proceeded with very slr>wly, although 
the weather is excellent for such work. Dun- 
edin people are not showing their usual ’cute- 
ness in not pressing for a line in your direc- 
tion. Invercargill will certainly have the 
ball at its own foot, so far as the trade is 
concerned, if it knows how to take advantage 
of the opportunity.

Cardrona, July 28. 

It is rumored that a gold bearing quartz 
reef has been discovered a short distance 
above the township, by a Mr Walsh, or 
better known among the old Otago diggers 
as the “ Flower of wheat.” It' appears the 
“ Flower” came across the reef at the time 
of Fox’s rush ; bht as gold could be obtained 
very easy at that time, and being very lucky 
for a time on the VVest Coast, no thought 
was paid to . the discovery for a period of 
thirteen years. I hear that several local 
business men are eager to go in with the 
“ Flower.” Good luck to them say I. 

The Government surveyor has arrived, 
and the laying out of the township will be 
proceeded with at once. 

In the Resident Magistrate’s Court, held 
on 20th inst,, an action Lafranchi e. Cottar, 
to obtain damages for loss sustained through 
being forcibly prevented from fencing in 
a piece of ground adjoining plaintiff’s 
hotel, was dealt with. It appeared the 
ground in question was a portion of aii ex- 
tended claim held by Austin and Yeldhara, 
who gave plaintiff permission to fence it, — 
when he was forcibly prevented by defendant 
who held that part of the ground was a pub- 
lic road, or right-of-way. The case occupied 
the Court four or five hours, The evidence 
conclusively proved that no recognised road 
ever existed there, and the interference w:is 
high-handed and unlawful. A verdict was 
given for plaintiff. 

In the Warden’s Court an action some- 
what connected with the previous one was 
brought by Cottar against Yeldham and 
Austin to have their extended claim of two 
acres cancelled, on the ground that said 
claim had not been properly represented, and 
had been abandoned for a period of six i 
month.!. Mr Cottar succeeded in proving 
that it had not been legallv represented, and 
the Warden in- giving his decision stated 
as this was the first case of the Idnd tried 
in Cardrona, he would deal leniently 
with the defaulters, and would only cancel 
one acre which had been worked out, and in- 
flict a fine of two pounds and costs. A feiv 
truthful remarks upon the la.st case may not 
be amiss, and may act as a caution to miners 
on Cardrona to look sharp after their pegs, . 
trenches, rights, and other titles, as there is 
no telling at what moment their , common- 
enemy may come down upon them. Anri 
the slightest omission or negligence on their 
part of the Rules and Regulations mav in- 
volve the loss of years of labor aud anxiety. 
In the case under notice the facts are simply 
these : — The Empire p.arty obtained a special 
grant of eight acres about three years ago, 
but finding, after repeated attempts, that 
they were unable to drain the grriund suffi- 
ciently to work it with the pum])ing machi- 
nery at their command, and having exhaus- 
ted their funds in compensating Cottar for 
his Agricultural Lease, they applied for and 
obtained two acres of shallo-wer ground, ad- 
joining the special claim, in order to raise 
funds for the amount of dead work necessary 
in draining the special claim. The two 
acres have always been covered by separate 
miners’ rights, and been most systematically 
worked in conjunction with the special 
claim ; but as the ground hitherto has been 
poor, it was never thought necessary to en- 
gage two extra men to represent it, which 
flaw Mr Cottar took advantage of in layin.g 
the information ; and had he succeeded in 
obtaining possession of the claim, he would 
no doubt have found a ready sale for the 
part unworked among his particular custo- 
mers, the Chine-se, as it has taken months of 
hard work to drain it and out it into blocks. 
Besides the compensation that might have 
been extracted from those having residences 
or doing business on the surface, would also 
have made a nice little item. However, our 
respected Warden no doubt at once saw the 
motive that led to the information, and 
hence the lenient verdict. 

Mr MaoKellar, Goldfields Secretary and 
M.P.C., paid us a visit during the past 
month. He was waited upf>n at M'Grath's 
Golden Age Hotel, by representatives of the 
Miners’ Association, Progress and School 
Committees. Mr Robert M'Dougall was 
voted to the chair, and in a short address 
complimented Mr MacKellarnn his prompti- 
tude and attention tow.arcls this district as a 
member of the Provincial Council.

. .It is unnecessary to quote ,the opinions of 
friends with respect to the character of 
O’Connell, glowing gs they do with the most 
fervent admiration. No man could more 
completely win the affections ot the gjoat 
majority of his countrymen ; and if a section | 
were bitterly opposed to him, the cause is 
not due to him or his actions, but to that 
inheritance of bad passions and religious ani- 

• mhsity derived from times of turbulence, 
Injustice, and blood. But the memory of 
the Liberator is now placed on a higher 
.pedestal than the lo^e and devotion of those 
immediately benefitted. The cause of Liberty 
is sacred everywhere, and finds hosts of ad- 
mirers in every country in the world. V*'hen 
O’Connell had finished a speech a.t tlie Bar of 
■the House of Commons on’ his right to sit as 
the elected of Clare, room was made for him 
between two gentlemen, one of whom was 
Louis Philippe, the other was his son, the 
Duke of Orleans j and tljo incident reminds 

• ns that the French people largely sympa- 
thised with the man and tlie cause, and will 
probably be found doing honor to his cen- 
tenary. Time has healed many feuds, and 
men of different creeds and opinions may 
view join together in honoring the memory of 
■one of the truly great sons of Eriu, . with 
minds uninfluenced by party zeal or religious 
bigotry, united under the sacred watchword 
■of Civil and Religions Liberty, 

Every town of importance in New Zealand 
will see the centenary of the Liberator cele- 
brated in some form or other, and though 
Irishmen.may take the lead, Englishmen and- 
■Bootchmen who can sympathise with the 
memory ot a great actor in a noble cause, 
may well participate in a ceremony intended 
to sanctify the cause of Liberty in associa- 
tion with the name of one whose career was 
one long struggle, finally triumphant, to free 
four millions of his countrymen from reli- 
, gious, social, and political bondage. There 
may exist in the harmony of all parties and 
creeds ,,in the Colony, a cause of hope for 
Ireland, and we conclude by quoting the 
language .of Sir Robert Peel in 1846, when 

■ he 'spoke these divine sentiments : — “ 1 1 
. . should hail the dawning of that auspicious’] 

■day when the Sovereign could alight like 
some benignant spirit on the shores of Ire- 
land, and lay the foundation of the temple 
■of peace ; when could, in accents which 
proceeded from the heart— spoken to the 
heart rather than to the ear —call upon her 
Irish subjects of all classess and of all deno- 
minations, Protestants and Catholics, Saxon 
and Celt, to forget the dlflerences of creed 
and of race, and to hallow their temple of 
peace which she should then found, with 
sticrifices still holier than those by which the 
temples of old were hallowed — by the sacri- 
fice of those evil passions that dishonor our 
common faith, and prevent the union , of 
heart and hand in defence of our common 
country.”— irangaaui Herald.

4 ‘ “ leaping up Appearan^fis,'* , • 

We have lately come across in aome Rome 
paper an article on the subject “ Keeping up 
Appearanoos.” Though the caption of the 
article remains with sufficient distinctness 
in our memory, we must admit that its exact 
scope and direction do not. > But so far as the 
subject itself gees, we are sure that “Keep- 
ing up Appearances ” must be a matter of 
tolerable local importance in Wellington. 
The, curse of having to nuke an. outward 
appearance when penury reigns within, is 
nowhere felt more than in this city. And 
the worst of it is, that those who feol this 
state of things most are amongst the last to 
acknowledge its existence. It is not on what 
are called the “working classes" that this 
evil presses heaviest. It is on those who, 
earning incomes in many cases less, and in 
few little above, those of “ working-men,' 
have yet to keep up a somewhat costly appear- 
■ ance, that the misery ot doing so falls. And 
yet the so-called demands of society, the un- 
alterable laws of a social code, eatablished ,oii 
a false basis, yet implicitly obeyed, are so 
' stringent and are so respected, that those who 
] suffer moat by their exiatehce cany their 
i suffering hid under their garb of show, as the 
I Spartan boy carried the biting fox beneath 
his cloak. The state ot things we are bring- 
ing.under notice may bo beat apprehended 
by the putting of a case supposititous only 
in name and identity, but only too real as 
regards its similitude to hundreds in exist- 
ence. We will suppose Mr X. then, a clerk 
in an office, Government or, otherwise, on a 
salary of some one hundred and fifty or two 
hundred pounds a-year. Captivated by the 
quivering curls of Miss Y, Mr X made her 
Mrs X some ten years ago, when a couple of 
pounds a week, in addition to unlimited love, 
seemed more .than sufficient fora most com- 
fortable existence. With confidence in these 
resources the couple 'started on their way 
through life, and bid defiance to the dramatic 
axiom which says that Cupid and cold mutton 
do not go well together. Bearing in mind 
one of the earliest commands to our " first 
parents, the 3^ have inoreasedand multiplied, 
and MrX should be liappy— he “liat-h his 
quiver full of them.” But whether love has 
flown out of the window or not, life is now a 
burden to the Xs from having to keep np 
appearances. If the head of the family be 
merely in a merchant’s office or a bank, he 
has still his appearances to maintain, Eis 
wife cannot go out without clothes'at least as 
good as those of other ladies of her acquain- 
tance, and must even at home wear something 
in which, under tlie prescribed rules, she can 
receive friends. Tli o children cannot go to a 
mere Government school, and so the talents 
of the younger ones lie fallow whilst those of 
tl',e eldest boy and girl are being cnltiv.qted,' 
Mr X muat.have a well-cut suit in which to go 
to his office, and, as he cannot afford cabs, 
this same suit is a perfect torment in dirty 
weather. The young ones have to be kept a 
cut above those ot the bootmaker’s and the 
■greengrocer’s, who play with happiness in the 
gutter, ami derive health from the manu- 
facture of mud pies. These things are -all 
necessary to existence, and yet there are other 
tl'.hvgs as necessary ; House rent is at a 
fabulous rate. Butchers’ meat is high, and 
bread is sufficiently dear. The res augusia 
domi, and the keeping up of appearances 
abroad, take most of what is sweet in life out 
of th e existence of the Xs. And if misfortnae, 
and a sense of the highly respectable, have 
made Mr X a clerk in a public office, affairs 
are still worse. Even if his ideas should be 
limited, the chances are ten to one that those 
of Mrs X are not, and that she considers lier- 
self a not unimportant unit in that pyramid 
ot agglomerated atoms of r.ank, of 'which some 
one or another, is the head, and an infinite 
number of little great people form the base. 
At concert or at theatreLthe best places, opera 
clonks and dress coats, are indispensable, and 
the going supperless to bed is a sacrifice to 
the keeping up of appearances. A cheaper 
part of the house, and a good meal, with a 
glass of beer, would bean offence against the 
niles of society that would entail its own 
punishment. Appearances of a more elevated 
character than those required in the case of 
the bank or merchant’s clerk arb required out 
of doors in the present instance, and in doors, 
in consequence, a more difficnlt strife is appa- 
rent. The results of this state of affairs are 
obvious. It is not a combat with the world, 
it is a combat with all that is false, — with 
everything that is a sham in the world. As a 
result, the business and practical part of the 
world declines to . assist the combatant, and 
too often tiie Insolvent Court comes to ins 
relief. This is the last penalty for having 
“ kept up appearances.” — N. Z. Times.

Lpghter, 

There laro- probably ■ more varieties of 
laughter than of any other hninau opera- 
tion, The most hotablo ia the roaring laugh, 
round, hearty, - and boIsterbu|. There are 
also simpers, sniffs, tittore, and guffaws. 
Steele arranges the several kinds of laughter 
under the following head.s : — “ The Dimplers, 
the Sinilers, the Laughers, the Grinners, and 
the Horse-laughers. Tlie Dimple is prac- 
tised to give grace to the features, and is 
frequently' made a bait to entangle a gazing 
lover. This was called by the Ancients tho 
Chain laugh. The Smile is for the most port 
confined to the fair sex and their male reti- 
nue. It expresses our eatisfactionin a silent 
sort of approbration, and doth not too much 
disorder the features, and is practised by 
lovers of the most delicate address. This 
tender motion of physiognomy tho Ancients 
called the Ionic laugh. The Laugh among 
us is the common risiis of the Ancients. The 
Grin by,. writers of antiquity is called the 
Syncrqsian ; an<I was then, as it is at this 
time, . made use of to display a beautiful 
set of teeth. Tlie Borse-laugh, or the sar- 
donic, is made use of with great sticcsss in all 
kinds of disputations. The proficient in this, 
by a well-timed laugh, will baffle the- moat 
solid argument. This upon all occasions sup- 
plies the want of reason, is always received 
with great applause in coffee-house dispates ; 
and that side the laugh joins with is gene- 
rally observed to gain the better of his anta- 
gonist,” Some men laugh in a marveUonaly 
comical manner, whilst the sight alone of an- 
other man’s face is the signal for general up- 
roar. A third will set his whole face and 
body in motion as though doubled up' with 
pain, and then bellow forth a-huge volume of 
sound. A fourth jerks his head backwards 
like a Chinese toy, or sways his body to and 
fro like a pendulum, inwardly convulsed until 
bis face' is bine with emotion, when ha sud- 
denly bursts forth like a roaring lion, con- 
tinning to keep np a series of spasmodic roars 
at intervals ; ur he thrusts liis hands into hia 
breeches pockets, shuts his eyes, wriggles 
about, throws himself into a chair, kicks out 
his legs, and finally collapses quite exhausted, 
with a face running like a wet blanket. The 
laugh of Teufelsdrock, as described by Car- 
lyle, is an instance of this kind ot immode- 
rate laughter. “ Paul, in his serious way, 
was giving one ot those inimitable ‘ Extra- 
harangiies,* and, as it phanced, qn the pro- 
posal for a cast-metal king ; gradually a light 
kindled in onr Professor’s eyes and face, a 
beaming, mantling, loveliest light ; through 
those murky features, a radiant, ever young 
Apollo, looked ; and he burst forth like the 
neighftig ot all Tattersall’s— tears streaming 
down his cheeks, pipe held aloof, feet 
clutched in the air — loud, long-continuing, 
uncontrollable ; a laugh, not of the face and 
diaphragm, but of the whole man from head 
to heel.” . It is a well-known fact that laugh- 
ter conduces to health, by accelerating circu- 
lation and forcing the venous blood through 
the lungs. ■ Celcns, one of the. oldest writers 
on niedicine, recommended oumic represen- 
tations to his patients as a cure for their 
various ailments. The physicians ot our 
own day are well aware of the beneficial re- 
sults that follow wlicn an invalid indulges in 
a good bona fide laugh. Sterne remarks 
uptm this point : “I live in constant endea- 
vor to fence against the infirmities of ill- 
hoalth and other evils of life, by niirtii, being 
firmly persuaded that every time a man 
smiles — but much more so when he labglis — 
it adds something to tliis fragment of fife.” 
Laughter is also oonducive to longevity ; and 
in this respect is similar to singing, reading, 
and speaking aloud, which strengthen and 
invigorate the. lungs. — SociaHievieio.'
